STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE—ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village dis- 
-trict in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
vision of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District A ffairs: 


You are hereby notified to attend the annual meeting 
of said District to be held at the residence of William P. 
Fowler on Atlantic Avenue in said District, on the first 
Tuesday of September next (the 7th day of the month), 
at eight o’clock in the evening (8:00 P. M.), Daylight 
Saving Time, for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commission- 
ers, a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such action as 
may be desired in regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on district taxes as is al- 
lowed by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To raise such sum of money as may be needed for 
the extinguishment of fires, the lighting of streets, the 
planting and care of shade and ornamental trees, the 
supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the con- 
struction and maintenance of sidewalks and main 
drains or common sewers, the construction, mainte- 
nance and care of parks or commons, the maintenance 
of activities for recreational promotion, the appointing 
and employing of watchmen and police officers, the 
enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, and all 
other district expenses. 


5. To take such action as you may desire in regard 


to giving the treasurer of the District authority to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the District will vote to have a hydrant 
installed on Chapel Road, on an extension from the 
Willow Avenue water main, and to appropriate money 
for the same. 


7. .To see if the District will vote to continue its mos- 
quito prevention program of the current year as an ac- 
tivity for recreational promotion. 


8. To transact such other business as TAY legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1947 - 1948 


I.- Sidewalks: Routine repairs to our concrete walks 
and care of the plank walk at Bass Beach brought our 
sidewalk expenses for the past year to $449.38. For 
another year we anticipate increasing necessary re- 
pairs to the Bass Beach plank walk. 

By and large, our walks stood up well under the un- 
precented amount of snow last winter, without undue 
damage from snow plows. 


Il. Parks and Commons: We continue to share a 
large part of the expense of the Rock Garden by the 
Fish Houses, the work being ably supervised by the Gar- 
den Club. This beautiful, roadside, flower garden has 
been particularly satisfying this year. 

By vote at the Town Meeting, the Town of North 
Hampton took over the emptying of rubbish barrels in 
the parking area, when the state declined to care for 
them further. 

The picking up of papers along our roadsides and 
beach is being done at the District’s expense by a group 
of Boy Scouts and other enterprising younger citizens 
of the Town. 

Our benches along the Head were repaired and paint- 
ed this spring. 


} Ill. Shade Trees: Five maple trees were planted on 
the Sea Road. We propose to put in a few new trees 
each year. 


IV. Policing: Although we rely principally on the 
police protection provided by the Town, the District 
maintained its usual watchman service this winter, and 
we had our life boat painted and kept available this 
summer at the Bath Houses. A group of volunteers 
were organized to man the life boat in case of need. 


V. Willow Avene: As a result of a petition signed 
by almost all the property owners on Willow Avenue, 
the Selectmen made part of this road “One Way” again 
this year. The reduction in traffic is evident; and we 
plan to request similar action another. year. 


VI. Fire Protection: The District maintains four- 
teen hydrants at a total cost of $940 a year. These hy- 
drants and our Hose Station were kept shoveled out last 
winter, in spite of the deep snow, and the hydrants test- 
ed in the spring. 

It is proposed to have a new hydrant installed on 
Chapel Road, 300 feet from the Willow Avenue water 
main. This will involve an added yearly expense of $90. 
The water company is required to pay for the first 200 
feet of the extension, but the District and any interested 
private consumers will have to share the expense of the 
last 100 feet at an estimated cost of $3.50 a foot of water 
main. 


VII. Mosquito Control: As directed at last year’s 
District Meeting your Commissioners continued their 
mosquito control work, employing a turbine mist blow- 
_ er and DDT again this year. The Village District will 
have been sprayed probably six times during the sum- 
mer at intervals of 10 days to two weeks. We find this 
to be the most effective means at our disposal to allevi- 
ate this problem, but we do not think that mosquitoes 
can be entirely eliminated from this area until the sur- 
rounding towns take similar measures or until the State 
covers the entire area in Some manner. Meanwhile we 
believe these sprays help a great deal in the reduction 
of the number of mosquitoes, and we plan to continue 
them another year. 


VIII. Health: Since the health of the community is 
of primary importance to us all, and since we do not be- 
lieve that sewage systems draining into the ocean with- 
out the use of a septic tank are a healthy condition, your 
“ommissioners are asking the cooperation of each mem- 


ber of the community who may be affected, to consider 
the prompt installation of septic tanks wherever such 
conditions exist. At the present time by far the greater 
part of the sewers pass through septic tanks. 


IX. Trunk: The State this spring installed a new 
and enlarged trunk of concrete tile at the Fish Houses 
and thereby greatly improved the drainage of Little — 
River Marsh. It is contemplated to extend this to half- 
tide mark another year. | 


X. Zoning: With the increase in zoning problems 
brought about by expanding building activities, we have 
found it necessary to print a new edition of 500 copies 
of our Zoning Ordinance. This year for the first time 
the Zoning Inspector’s report is included herewith. 


XI. District Taxes: The District’s tax rate for the 
past year remained at $3.00 for each thousand dollars of 
property valuation. The amount raised thereby is 
$2,857.73, less $134.71 discount allowed in July for 
- early payment, or net revenue of $2,723.02. Our expen- 
ditures amounted to $2,351.58, leaving just enough lee- 
way to make the continuance of the $3.00 rate probable. 


XII. Annual Meeting: All summer residents as well 
as legal voters of the District are invited to attend the 
annual meeting on Tuesday, September 7, at the resi- 
dence of William P. Fowler, at 8.00 P. M.
